A terse, one sentence telegram this morning from Congressman Charles 
M. Teague ended Valley speculations concerning the move of the Space and 
Missile Systems Organization and related support units from Los Angeles 
and San Bernardino areas to Vandenberg Air Force Base. 


“Regret to inform you that have just been advised that SAMSO will not be 
moved from Los Angeles," the telegram read. 


Rumors have been rampant for the past six months in the Valley that the 
parent organization of Space and Missile Test Center «SAMTECi would 
move their facilities to the area in a consolidation action. 
It would have 
involved nearly 2,500 families in addition to more than 1,000 workers of the 
Aerospace Corporation, a non-profit ' think tank 
operation supported 
nearly entirely by Air Force contracts. 


The Air Force has consistently denied the move stating only that studies 
are underway and that no decision has been made..

North Vietnam regards the captured 
pilots as war criminals and that the 
United 
States 
“ must 
bear 
full 
responsibility" if it attempts to free 
them—as it did unsuccessfully in a 
recent raid. 
The North Vietnamese statement 
cam e after its delegation in Paris 
handed the list of captured pilots to 
representatives of Sens. Edward F. 
Kennedy and J. William Fulbright. 


Both the Hanoi statement and the 
Hanoi peace delegation spokesman 
in Paris, Nguyen Thanh Le, said the 
list of 386 men was complete. 


“ That is a complete list of all the 
captured pilots," Le told a news 
conference after today's session of 
the Paris peace talks. 


The Foreign Ministry statement 
said: “ The competent services of 
the Democratic Republic of (North i 
Vietnam handed by request the list 
of all U.S. pilots captured in North 
Vietnam to a number of goodwilled 
personalities in the United States 
and other countries." 


Of the 368 men on the list, nine had 
been released and 20 were reported 
to have died.

Swedish 
Foreign 
Ministry 
said today that a list of 368 names 
also had been received by Sweden 
and appeared to be identical to that 
received bv Kennedy. The Swedish 
list was given to U. S. Ambassador 
Jerom e Holand. 


The 
Swedish

would not comment officially on the 
statement by Kennedy Tuesday that 
he had suggested repatriation of 
sick and wounded prisoners to a 
neutral nation such as Sweden. The

D E T R O IT — (N EA )—In the midst of all of his troubles, 
basketball coach Jim Harding of the University of Detroit 
received a letter from a Vietnam War veteran which, said 
Harding, “ made my throat heavy and my eyes misty, even 
though you wouldn’t normally consider me an emotional 
person.” 
The letter was from U.S. Army Major Art Radvalis, who 
had played for Harding when he coached at Loyola Lm- 
versity in New Orleans. 
“ I hadn’t heard from Art in 10 years,” said Harding, 
‘and I was surprised to get the letter. He said he wanted 
to tell me that the things I taught him helped him come 
back from Vietnam alive. Things like unselfishness, cental 
preparedness, physical preparedness. He didn t say tnis, 
but I was reading between the lines. 
“ He said he didn’t appreciate my dogmatic ways and 
everything when he played for me, but looking bat 
said that I can make a champion out of anyone who has 
guts. 
“ I never did know how Art realty felt. You know most 
people are not appreciated at the time when they are doing 
something constructive. 
“ Oh yes, there have been some players I have hurt be­ 
cause of my demands. Not everyone can respond to my 
program. But this letter, from a major in the permanent 
army, well, I was touched.” 
Most recently, it seems that the entire Detroit varsity 
could not “ respond” to Harding’s “ program. 
They quit 
the squad en masse because, they said, they suffered ver­ 
bal and physical abuse from him and were “ not treated 
like human beings.” They since have returned, under the 
climate of an uneasy truce. Their athletic scholarships, 
about $3,500 a year, would have been withdrawn had they 
remained on the sidelines. 
For Harding, 41, this is another in a series of problems 
which have resulted from his unyielding, "dogmatic ways. 
At Loyola, his first college job after leading a Milwaukee 
high school team to the state championship, he alienated 
the Jesuit fathers when they discovered he was shoppins 
for another job. At Gannon College (Pa.) the athletic board 
refused to allow him to take the team to a postseason tour­ 
nament. When hard feelings arose, Harding moved on to 
LaSalle. 
At LaSalle he recommended that two players have their 
scholarships withdrawn. Also in that period, LaSalle was 
put on NCAA probation. He then went to the Minnesota 
Pipers of the ABA where the players became antagonized 
at his domineering tactics and the beginning of the end 
was when Harding punched Gabe Rubin, Pipers’ chairman 
of the board. 
“ That,” said Harding, “ was the only thing I ’ve regretted 
in my career. It was poor judgment. Hitting him was be­ 
littling to me as a man.” 
Through it all, Harding has been a winning coach. His 
teams on all levels have won over 80 per cent of their 
games. 
“ All I want, out of life,” he has said, “ are champion­ 
ships.” 
* 
Jim Harding, contrary to popular belief, is human. And 
his troubles at the University of Detroit have made an 
impression on him. He insists that he hasn’t changed his 
basic philosophy, but, he says, “ I ’m 100 per cent less high 
pressure than I was from my early days, and 50 per cent 
less than last year. 
“ I find myself wanting to be patient, but I ’m not a 


patient man by nature. For example, we’re working on the 
press offense in practice and guys aren’t going in their 
proper patterns and they aren’t deep enough to meet the 
ball. So there’s repetition and repetition and repetition. 
You lose patience. I say to myself now, ‘Try to be patient.’ 
And there have been times when I ’ve come home after 
practice, after having been vehemently critical of a player, 
and I ’ve felt sorry because perhaps I ’d hurt the kid s 
morale. He seemed depressed.” 
Harding says he is 5-10Mi, but appears shorter perhaps 
because his build is fireplug compact. His blondish hair 
has receded, leaving only soft sprigs in its wake on the 
front of his head. He is not the type of man for small talk. 
It does not seem easy for him to laugh, though his stead­ 
fast blue eyes can show pleasure. 
He sits in his small UD office and his sport jacket is but­ 
toned up and the maroon and gray silk puff in his breast 
pocket matches his maroon tie.

At Mercedes 6.3

WILMINGTON, V t—(N EA )—The glowing green Ameri­ 
can supercar with the rear-deck stabilizers, air scoops and 
low-profile tires grinding loudly hovered in the rear-view 
mirror. 
The kid behind the wheel touched a button and his spe­ 
cially installed Maserati air horns split our cocoonlike 
silence.

The people in 
Stuttgart create rather slow-looking automobiles which 
go very fast. 
Racing fans have long hoped that the three-pointed star 
would be seen again on the circuits, but Mercedes officials 
repeatedly announce they have no plans to return. It would 
be* interesting to see the 6.3 in competition at a Trans-Am 
race or a Daytona free-for-all. 
Although the car is just slightly larger than a Camaro, 
its 4,000-pound weight keeps it glued to the ground, espe- 


him is a framed article of thought with the heading: 
“ What’s so wrong about America that we’re so frantic 
to change it?” The essence is that things are pretty good 
here, despite all the protests. 
Harding admits that he is “ not much of a psychologist.

His practices are rigid. “ Ten minutesi for this 10 
minutes for that, 15 minutes for that, 
he said. Discipline 
is a consuming goal. “ I ’ve got my way and I m sure I m 
completely right. 
“ The Lombardis, the Johnny Woodens had individual 
talent, but they have been so successful mainly because 
of their discipline. You never see a Wooden player throw 
his jacket on the bench in disgust after coming out of a 
game. Wooden’s teams are greatly under control. I feel 
if a boy gets pressure in practice he will be accustomed 
to it arid will handle it better in a game. 
“ Part of our world problems today is too much permis­ 
siveness. In our society today, people interfere with the 
normal business by marching, breaking windows, throwing 
rocks without being penalized harshly.

At Detroit, we tell them what the pro­ 
gram is. If they accept it, they come. If they don t like it, 
don’t come.” 
Harding said he learned discipline from his father as a 
boy in Clinton, Iowa: “ He was the only important influ­ 
ence in my life. He disciplined me severely. I wouldn t do 
something right and he’d whack me. Or he’d ground me by 
not giving me the car. He was realistic but firm. 
“ People ask me, ‘Are you going to change?’ No, I ’m not 
going to change. I have to be me. But I can adapt to 
charige.” he said, with a little smile. “ For example, I don t 
insist on my players shooting a two-handed set shot.

Kiner's marks

NEW YORK—(NEA)—It is 
nap time in the basement of 
a Harlem t e n e m e n t . The 
children, 30 of them, have 
just f i n i s h e d lunch—soup, 
milk, cookies—and are com­ 
ing out of the toilet one by 
one, s l i p p i n g into small 
chairs around small tables, 
placing their heads down on 
their f o l d e d arms, closing 
their eyes . . . 
“Night-night, Mrs. Fuell.” 
“Night-night, children.” 
Lugenia Fuell turns off the 
lights, looks around the room 
to see all is in order. She’s a 
plump, quiet woman with a 
sensitive lower lip that gives 
away her worries. “I hope 
they had enough to eat,” she 
says. “Some days we have 
less than o t h e r s . I swear 
some days I don’t know if 
they’ll get anything to eat 
at all.” 
She interrupts the pout. 
“Donnie, put y o u r head 
down now.” 
This is the Operation Res­ 
cue Day Care Center, the 
creation of 50-year-old Lu­ 
genia Fuell. It’s located one 
floor below the s t r e e t s of 
west H a r l e m . There is a 
drug addict strung out on a 
stoop not 100 feet away. The 
cops have just arrested a 
purse snatcher in the sub­ 
way around the corner. A 
night or two ago a woman 
was raped not a block away. 
Yet here, in a b a s e m e n t 
room Mrs. Fuell argued the 
landlord out of, there are 
happy black children nap­ 
ping in peace. 
The idea is to keep them 
that way. 
The children are the sons 
and daughters of w o r k i n g 
m o t h e r s . They are poor. 
They a r e f r o m b r o k e n 
homes. Indeed, looking at 
the b a s e m e n t where they 
now are, they would be ma­ 
terially better off in one of 
the city-operated or commer­ 
cially run day care centers 
all over town. But those cen­ 


ters cost up to $75 a week, 
more than some of the chil­ 
dren’s mothers earn. 
Enter Lugenia Fuell. She’s 
a former teacher and child 
counselor who d e c i d e d to 
“do something more in life 
than just earn money.” So 
she started caring for the 
children of the working poor. 
On a s h o e s t r i n g . On a 
prayer. She asks the mothers 
for $1 a week per child, usu­ 
ally a v e r a g e s about half 
that, often gets nothing at 
all. 
With this, and with extra 
money she scrimps by baby­ 
sitting and ironing at night 
(she has no other employ­ 
ment and lives herself “from 
day to day” ), she keeps alive 
a program that one neigh­ 
borhood cop calls: “About 
the most selfless and almost 
saintly thing I’ve ever seen 
a human being do in Har­ 
lem.” 
Daily at 8 a.m., Mrs. Fuell 
receives 3Q children. Twenty 
more come in the afternoon 
after school. And despite the 
cel l ar like accommodations 
(the building furnace is a 
room away, the toilet is next 
to the sink, c o c k r o a c h e s 
crawl on the fingerpaint pic­ 
tures) she is able to accom­ 
plish what the working moth­ 
ers never could. 
“All the children here can 
read. Even the three- and 
four-year-olds. All of them 
can spell. All of them do 
t h e i r multiplication tables. 
Oh, my, they are so wonder­ 
ful I don’t know what all to 
say. Such imaginations. They 
love poetry, they love music, 
they love art. I just don’t 
know how people can call 
ghetto kids deprived. The 
only thing these boys and 
girls have been deprived of 
is love.” 
Mrs. Fuell fills the love 
gap admirably. Seven days 
a week. The center operates 
to 6 p.m. Monday through 


Friday. Saturday she goes to 
market. (“We’ve only about 
$25 a week for food.’) Sun-

day she does the g e n e r a l 
cleaning. It is in fact a one- 
woman operation. “I used to 
have a woman who helped 
me full time. I even paid her 
a little. But she got a job 
with the city. Now I do it all 
alone.” 
But no complaints from 
from her. 
She says, “In 
watching these children I’ve 
found an old woman like me 
is not too important.” She 
says they are all that’s im­ 
portant. “I know that some 
of them come from bad 
homes. Some of their fathers 
are addicts. Some mothers 
worse than that. But I don’t 
care. I don’t have a single 
record on any of them. I just 
know them as children, love­ 
ly children. Look at that one 
there rubbing her eyes. When 
I see her I don’t care about 
having money. We’ll make 
do. We’ll get the food if I 
have to beg. Look at that 
little child.’7 
It is Christmas at the Op­ 
eration Rescue Day Care Cen­ 
ter. Paper cutouts decorate 
the walls. Pasted chain strips 
hang from the ceiling. Last 


year, says Mrs. Fuell, the 
children were going to string 
popcorn but they decided te 
eat it instead. 
“Keep your head down, 
Donnie.” 
“Night-night, Mrs. Fuell.” 
Zzzzzzzzz.

Nerve Must 


Regenerate 


LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—My niece 
has Bell’s palsy. One side of 
her face is paralyzed. Can 
you tell me what the causes, 
symptoms and cures are? 
Dear Reader—Bell’s palsy 
causes p a r a l y s i s of the 
muscles to one side of the 
face. This results in muscles 
at the angle of the mouth 
being drawn back on one 
side. Gener al l y speaking, 
one side of the face droops 
from paralysis and the other 
side contracts. There may 
be difficulty in closing one 
eye and the sense of taste 
over part of the tongue may 
be lost or diminished. The 
onset of the problem is usu­ 
ally abrupt. 
The muscle paralysis is 
caused by failure of the 
nerve to the facial muscles 
to function normally. Actu­ 
ally, there are two nerves, 
one to each side of the face, 
and one of the pair is af­ 
fected and the other not. 
We really don’t know what 
h a p p e n s to the n e r v e , 
whether it is a type of virus 
infection or a localized al­ 
lergic response. The nerve 
does become swollen and in 
a few cases is so badly dam­ 
aged that it has to regener­ 
ate before normal function 
of the muscles is restored. 
In most cases recovery 
begins within a week and 
three-fourths of the patients 
are fully recovered in a few 
weeks. Rarely does damage 
remain. 
Many treatments h a v e 
been tried w i t h o u t much 
success. Adrenal hormone 
may have shortened the ill­ 
ness in some patients. Sur­ 
gery to relieve pressure on 
the swollen nerve has been 
advocated but recent studies 
suggest that untreated pa­ 
tients do about as well in 
their early illness as treated 
patients. If recovery is pro­ 
longed then surgery is some­ 
times helpful in relieving 
any pressure on the nerve 
c a u s e d by swelling and 
speeds nerve regeneration. 
* * * 
Dear Dr. Lamb—I have 
heard that new enzyme de­ 
tergents are dangerous. Do 
they c a u s e your skin to 
break out and is there any 
real danger in using them? 
Dear Reader—They may 
indeed be harmful. They can 
cause a skin rash in sensi­ 
tive persons. Some animals 
exposed to detergents have 
died suddenly after inhaling 
the enzyme and others have 
had lung disease. Asthma 
and o t h e r lung problems 
were reported in workers in 
detergent plants in Europe. 
The Federal Trade Com­ 
mission has reopened the 
study on enzyme detergents. 
It isn’t clear as yet if the 
amount you might get by 
using detergents around the 
house would have the same 
effects as reported in ani­ 
mals. The animals got far 
bigger doses than you might 
expect in normal use. The 
same might be said about 
the lung problems seen in 
factory workers. 
It probably doesn't take 
much enzyme detergent to 
cause a skin rash in people 
sensitive to it.

“I’m planning to 
study architecture. Do you 
think my choice is a sound 
one?” 
Dear Don: The outlook is 
for continued rapid growth 
of the profession through the 
1970s. Employment oppor­ 
tunities are expected to be 
good both for experienced 
architects and for new archi­ 
tecture graduates. 
A major factor contribut­ 
ing to this favorable outlook 
is the volume of nonresi- 
dential construction. More­ 
over, the increasing size and 
complexity of modern non- 
residential buildings, as well 
as homeowners’ g r o w i n g 
awareness of the value of 
architects’ services, are like­ 
ly to bring about a greater 
demand 
for 
architectural 
services. 
Urban development 
and 
community planning proj­ 
ects, other growing areas of 
employment for architects, 
also are expected to increase 
considerably in the years 
ahead. There are close to 
40,000 registered architects 
in the United States, and 
there will be about 1,000 new 
openings every year in this 
decade in addition to those 
resulting f r o m retirements 
and deaths. Starting salaries 
range from $125 to $175 a 
week, but many architects 
earn $25,000 and more a 
year. 
^

reers are opening for women 
now. Will there be big oppor­ 
tunities in the m e d i c a l 
field?”

Debbie: 
Excellent 
opportunities are anticipated 
for physicians in the 10-year 
period ahead, but the train­ 
ing of new doctors is re­ 
stricted by the p r e s e n t 
limited capacity of medical 
schools. 
The situation should im­ 
prove, however, because of 
recent 
federal 
legislation 
which provides federal funds 
to assist in the construction 
of new training facilities. 
The expected increase in 
demand for physicians’ serv­ 
ices will result from several 
factors: population growth, 
rising health consciousness 
of the public and the trend 
toward higher standards of 
medical care.

Fred R., Cleveland, asks: 
“What are the job opportuni­ 
ties in photography?” 
Dear Fred: Employment 
opportunities fo r talented 
photographers will be favor­ 
able all through the 1970s. 
- Training and technical back- 
Îround also are important, 
ompetition for employment 
in the portrait and com­ 
mercial fields is expected to 
be keen; nevertheless, op­ 
portunities should exist for 
those who are competent. 
Employment of industrial 
photographers is expected to 
advance at a more rapid 
rate because of the increas­ 
ing use of photographers in 
research a n d development 
and more widespread use of 
audio-visual aias by busi­ 
ness, industry, civic organi­ 
zations and government. 
Beginning 
photographers 
earn about $100 a week, but 
some earn much more. You 
might also want to keep in 
mind that while working con­ 
ditions are usually pleasant, 
some freelance, press and 
commercial 
photographers 
may be required to travel 
frequently.

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One man's crusade 


A bill was introduced into the U.S. Senate the other day 
to create a National Cancer Authority to coordinate a 
billion-dollar-year war on this disease. Even it the 
search for a cure or cures, for cancer took 10 or 20 years, 
it would be a cheap purchase for the nation. 
Yet while cancer caused 320,000 deaths last year, the 
automobile remains the No. 1 killer ot Americans trom 
age one through 37. And ironically, the nation has 
already invested $1 billion, and annually invests another 
quarter of a billion, for one “cure to traffic deaths that 
could save the lives of as many as 25,000 persons a year 
and prevent halt a million serious injuries — seat belts. 
The 
figures 
come 
from 
the 
Highway 
Safety 
Foundation, 
a 
private, 
nonprotit 
organization 
headquartered in Mansfield. Ohio, which bases its claim 
on its investigation of 4,571 accidents. 
The foundation discovered that the chances ot an 
unrestrained person being killed in an accident were tour 
times as great as for occupants wearing belts. For tront 
seat passengers, chances of death were more than five 
times as great. 
Unfortunately, it also discovered that only 31 per cent 
of vehicle occupants were wearing their belts when 
involved in an accident. Use ot shoulder harnesses was 
almost nonexistent. 
The foundation goes further. It claims that, besides 
making the use of seat belts mandatory, it other accident 
prevention and safety reforms were instituted, the 
annual traffic toll could be slashed from its current level 
of more than 55,000 deaths a year to 10,000 or even less. 
The little-known Highway Safety Foundation is the 
outgrowth of one man s abiding concern with this 
phenomenon that has taken the lives ot more Americans 
than all the wars the nation has fought. 
What really causes automobile accidents? Why don't 
we investigate and analyze them the way we do airplane 
crashes? Why do we tolerate the slaughter and what can 
and should be done to stop it? 
Because no one could answer l^s questions, Cleveland 
businessman 
Richard 
D. 
Wavman established the 
foundation in 1960. largely with his own money. Since

the foundation 
has been a 
pioneer 
in the 
development of the in-depth accident investigation 
process. 
Foundation teams delve deeply into the circumstances 
surrounding each accident 
they 
investigate. 
Each 
element — human, mechanical and environmental — is 
systematically 
probed, 
as 
are 
the 
historical 
developments leading up to the accident, as well as the 
ensuing rescue and salvage. 
One significant finding is that vehicle defects or 
mechanical failures are involved in only about 1 per cent 
of accidents. 


By far the most important factors are inadequate 
driver training, followed by. and usually compounded 
with, deficiencies in the highways themselves. These 
include poor design, inadequate or absent dividing lines 
and signs and roadside booby traps like concrete 
abutments and spear-pointed railings. 
The foundation also produces and distributes a wide 
variety of films which portray what actually happens in 
crashes and potential crash situations and which attempt 
to 
educate 
drivers, 
especially 
younger 
or 
less 
experienced ones, as to what specific steps or actions 
each driver can take to avoid accident involvement. 
The foundation's immediate goal is to amass data on 
10,000 
accidents 
and 
present 
its 
findings 
and 
recommendations to Congress and to the Public. 
Wayman’s ultimate goal is to see a hghway safety fund 
established as a third national fund, alongside those for 
cancer and heart disease. 


Families of victims of these diseases often request 
that their friends express their sympathy by making 
donations to the appropriate fund. It may be that 
someday the same custom will be observed for the 
victims of highway accidents. Indeed, it could begin now, 
and one of the best places it could begin is through the 
Highway Safety Foundation in Mansfield. Ohio. 
F'or unlike a cure for cancer, the reduction of highway 
deaths to an irreducible minimum is not a distant hope 
but something within our reach — if we really want it.

Mrs. Cleaver: That’s right. You

That’s across from the White House. 
How much rent do you pay? 
Reporter: I don’t know exactly. 
But I think it would be, say, $1,000 or 
$1,500. 
Mrs. Cleaver: 
Okay, that's how 
much the interview will cost. One 
month's rent, $1,500. 
Reporter. Surely, that's way out 
ot line. 
Anyway, I never pay for 
interviews. I never have. 
Mrs. Cleaver: Your paper's rich, 
or your syndicate. 
You wouldn t 
have to pay. They can pay. You can 
talk to my husband it you think it's 
too much. 
End of episode. This seemed to be 
adding insult to injury. Der Spiegel, 
the West German news weekly, had 
one of the latest interviews. While 
it has apparently not yet appeared, 
those who saw a transcript say that 
Cleaver was even more violent, 
calling not only for murder but 
brutal murder. The correspondent, 
of an American news agency also 
has just been here, with Cleaver as 
his goal. 
Those who know believe that 
Cleaver is not that hard up for 
money. When he was in Cuba before 
coming to Algiers, the Department 
of Justice blocked the royalties 
from his best-selling book, “ Soul on 
Ice." 
The 
royalties 
were 
subsequently released and they are 
a substantial sum. It is possible, of 
course, 
that 
the 
Cleavers 
are 
helping other refugees, including 
Timothy Leary, a fugitive from a 
drug charge, and his wife who 
returned to Algiers after they were 
denied permission to stay in Beirut 
and 
Cairo 
where 
they 
touched 
briefly. 
If officials here are embarrassed 
by Cleaver s violent statements, 
given such wide currency around the 
world, they add with a stiff upper lip 
that during the seven-year war for 
independence 
from 
F r a n c e 
Algerians were given asylum in 
neighboring Arab countries and in 
Europe. They also got help from the 
United States. 


“ Our people would not understand 
it our government closed its doors to 
the revolutionaries who come here 
Irom all over the world," President 
HcHjrari 
Boemedienne said in a 
lengthy interview with this reporter. 
“ The only thing we do is give them 


freedome of expression. The United 
States is the country of freedom. 
“ You in America say what you 
want to say; your country is the 
origin of the idea of freedome of 
speech. 
“ Our philosophy is very clear. We 
forbid them to act against their own 
countries. 
For example, we would 
not allow the Black Panthers to send 
bombs to the United States if they 
could fabricate them here. 
We 
cannot allow them to harm their 
own countries, but Algeria has a 
tradition of asylum and we cannot 
go against it. 
The question is not 
that they are Negro revolutionaries. 
If there were white American 
revolutionaries 
we 
would 
grant 
them asylum, too. " 
There is reason to believe that 
Leary 
is 
an 
embarrassment. 
Officials here had not understood 
that he had fled from jail where he 
was serving a sentence on a drug 
charge. 
In this sternly policed 
society stiff sentences are imposed 
for any form of drug abuse. Under 
the careful surveillance of a police 
force that can be ruthless the use of 
drugs is rare. 
One report is that Leary has in

in

custody. 
The order: 
no Leary 
interviews. But this would seem to 
go 
against 
Boumedienne’s free- 
speech dictum. 
Cleaver's statements calling for 
assassination are unreported here 
where extreme care is taken for the 
protection of the head of state and 
the group of men who rule with him. 
The average citizen is unaware of 
his presence. 
A taxi driver given 
the 
address 
of

Panthers' 
headquarters on Rue Viviani asked 
if it were the office of a petroleum 
company. 
Algeria's single party, 
the National Liberation Front, is 
Cleaver's sponsor and protector. 
T h e 
in c o m in g 
tide 
of 
revolutionaries is likely to continue 
at the crest. 
Many of the 40 
Brazilians flown here following the 
release of the kidnaped American 
Ambassador C. Burke Elbrick, have 
moved on to Europe. 
But the 
kidnaping of the Swiss ambassador, 
Giovanni Enrico Bucher, in Rio is 
tied to a demand for the release of 
70 political prisoners. Asylum could 
prove costly for a nation seeking 
economic ties with the capitalist 
west.
